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Engineering decision soon? Library fines 700 



Bruton: he’s waiting 


The end of January now appears to be the 
deadline for a decision on funding of engi¬ 
neering at UVic. 

Dr. Len Bruton, dean-elect of UVic’s pro¬ 
posed Faculty of Engineering, has been 
waiting in the wings for several months 
while UVic and provincial government 
officials discuss the program and funding 
for it. 

Bruton, on leave from the University of 
Calgary, has stated that the end of Janu¬ 
ary is his deadline for a decision. 

“I had hoped to be able to make an 
announcement tonight on funding for a 
phased development of engineering,” UVic 
President Dr. Howard Petch told the 
Senate at the Jan. 12 meeting. 

“We have submitted a phased approach 
for development of the program and dis¬ 
cussed it thoroughly with the deputy minis¬ 
ter and associate deputy minister of 
Universities Science and Communications. 

“We are hoping that there will be a deci¬ 
sion before the end of January, but one can 
never be sure when dealing with 
governments.” 


Queen to visit 

Queen Elizabeth and Prince Phillip 
will visit UVic, March 8, to attend a 
concert of music at University Cen¬ 
tre just before boarding the royal 
yacht, Britannia, in the Inner Har¬ 
bor at the end of a one-day visit to 
Victoria. The itinerary for the three- 
day visit to British Columbia is 
crammed, with the Queen and Duke 
of Edinburgh visiting seven cities 
and attending two gala dinners and 
a variety of official activities. 


Petch said it has been a “very debilitat¬ 
ing process trying to work out a basis on 
which we can start engineering at UVic on 
a sound academic and financial basis. 

“I want a definite ‘yes’ or ‘no’,” said * 
Petch. “If the government says ‘no’ to our 
latest proposal, I don’t want to hear the 
word ‘engineering’ again for at least five 
years.” 

Petch said earlier that the university 
has been holding space in ‘L’ Hut vacated 
by the Theatre Department for the possible 
use of engineering in 1984. 

He said this could serve as an incubator 
space for engineering if there is assurance 
of a permanent location or more commo¬ 
dious space by 1985 when the school’s first 
class will need laboratories. 

In November, B.C. Premier Bill Bennett 
announced that $500,000 would be released 
immediately by the provincial government 
to start engineering at UVic. UVic officials 
had hoped for more than $1 million, but Dr. 
Pat McGeer, Minister of Universities, 
Science and Communications, said only 
$500,000 could be committed to the project. 

Petch told the Board of Governors 
(BOG) at the December meeting that the 
phased development of engineering on 
campus could start with electrical engineer¬ 
ing, concentrating on such areas as robot¬ 
ics, with mechanical engineering to be 
added at a later date. 

It had been considered to start engineer¬ 
ing in the empty CBC Building in down¬ 
town Victoria, but negotiations for this use 
of the building have not been completed, 
said Petch. 

If the provincial government approves 
funding for engineering this month, the 
engineering faculty could be properly 
housed on campus by 1985, said Petch. 
Petch said discussions with provincial offi¬ 
cials had been “cordial” and that univer¬ 
sity officials ire hoping for a positive 
decision. 


About 700 tardy borrowers of 2,300 books 
from the McPherson Library were fined 
and had their borrowing privileges sus¬ 
pended this week. 

These are people who failed to respond 
to reminders that all books out on term 
loans had to be returned or renewed by Dec. 
31. The fines are $2 per book. 

Under a new library policy this year, 
there was a single reminder of the Dec. 31 
deadline. The library sent overdue bills of 
$2 per book on Jan. 11. 

Mary Beth MacDonald, Circulation 
Librarian, says reminders were made 
available to 5,148 borrowers of about 
40,000 books. 

About 13,000 books have been renewed 
and 25,000 books have been returned. The 
700 borrowers have been fined for approxi¬ 
mately 2,300 overdue books. 

“Most of the borrowers have only one or 
two items overdue so the fine won’t be too 
stiff but there are a handful who face a bill 
of more than $20,” she said. 

In the notification of the fines and sus¬ 
pensions, there is a warning that failure to 


Grants of more than $50,000 have been 
awarded by the International Develop¬ 
ment Research Centre (IDRC), Ottawa, to 
U Vic’s Faculty of Education for the visit to 
UVic of a delegation of 12 professors from 
East China Normal University (ECNU), 
Shanghai.

return the books before Jan. 21 will result 
in billing for replacement value and pro¬ 
cessing costs of $3 per item. Fines are to be 
paid at the Accounting Office in University 
Centre. 

She says the number of books renewed 
on term loan in December under the 
library’s new “easy renewal” method is 
much higher than usual. 

MacDonald says it is difficult to assess 
the effectiveness of the swifter fines and 
suspensions in getting books back onto the 
shelves. 

“Last year we sent out an initial 
reminder and then a second reminder with¬ 
out a fine several weeks after the due date. 
If the borrower still refused to renew or 
return the item, a replacement bill was 
issued several weeks later. 

“In January of 1982, we sent out the 
second reminder to 660 borrowers of 2,300 
books, almost exactly the same number of 
books that weren’t returned or renewed this 
year.” 


Visits are planned to UBC to view dis¬ 
tance education facilities and to Nanaimo 
to meet with teachers involved in off- 
campus UVic graduate programs. 

ECNU concentrates on training 
teachers for secondary schools and col¬ 
leges and is one of two ‘key’ universities in 
China signalled out by the Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation, Beijing, for initiating new pro¬ 
grams and research projects, as part of the 
development of science and technology in 
China’s ‘four modernizations’ program. 

The seminar discussions at UVic will 
focus on the development of long-term 
research projects in Shanghai, involving 
faculty from UVic and ECNU. 

Negotiations for the visit ^vere con¬ 
ducted in Shanghai in June by UVic pro¬ 
fessor Dr. Ted Owen who met with four 
senior administrators of ECNU. Owen also 
•met Dr. Jan Walls, first secretary, at the 
Canadian Embassy in Beijing, who helped 
with negotiations. Walls is on leave from 
his UVic position as director of Pacific and 
Oriental Studies. 

Two visiting scholars from ECNU are 
expected to arrive on campus soon to start 
their studies. The two, Cao Qui-ping and 
Shi Liang-fang, will work in the area of 
secondary education.

Felicitous opens 

The Alma Mater Society (AMS) has honored a long-time friend of UVic 
students in naming the new cocktail lounge, opened this week in the base¬ 
ment of the Student Union Building (SUB). 

Felicita’s was officially opened Jan. 10 by Felicita Gomez, a custodian in 
the SUB since 1967. 

During the 15 years she has worked at the SUB, Gomez has been a good 
friend to many of the students. On more than one occasion, the AMS has 
officially protested attempts by the UVic administration to shift her duties to 
other buildings. 

The new lounge, approved by the AMS Board of Directors in November of 
1981, seats 120 people and is the result of a $100,000 renovation to a little-used 
area of the SUB basement, formerly known as the SUB Pub band room. 

Renovations included the lowering of the ceiling, improving the lighting, 
installing complete bar facilities and new furniture and cutting back on the 
dancing area. 

Felicita’s is now open from 12 noon until 11 p.m. six nights a week, serving 
sandwiches as well as bottled beer, wine and liquors. AMS officials plan to 
introduce a hot lunch menu soon. There will be live music, from folk to jazz, 
several nights a week. 

With bar facilities at Felicita’s , the cafeteria is now open to students under 
19 years of age until 7 p.m. These students were barred from the cafeteria in 
the past after 4 p.m. when the cafeteria became the SUB Pub. The SUB Pub 
will now be open at about 8 p.m. 

“I expect the big rush in the new lounge to occur around 4 p.m.,” said SUB 
Pub manager Colette Caron who is now in charge of the two outlets. The new 
outlet will mean five or six new jobs, she added. 

David Clode, AMS manager, hopes the new cocktail lounge will become a 
place where staffs students and faculty can interact. “Many of our mature 
students have outgrown the pub atmosphere and we’re hoping that the lounge 
will attract them.” 

Clode pointed out that the cocktail lounge, like the SUB Pub, should return 
profits to the AMS to be used for other activities. “The greatest portion of 
revenues from the SUB Pub have gone to other projects in the past,” he said.

Rowing coach resigns 


UVic women’s rowing coach Ted Daig- 
neault has resigned to devote more time to 
his Victoria law practice. 

In making the announcement of the 
resignation, effective Dec. 31, Ken Shields, 
manager of athletics and recreational ser¬ 
vices, described Daigneault as a ““quality” 
coach. “We are extremely fortunate that he 
will remain in Victoria to serve as an advi¬ 
sor to our rowing program,” said Shields. 

Daigneault, 33, will continue to serve as 
Canadian national women's team assist¬ 
ant coach. He came to UVic in 1979 from 
the St. Catharines Rowing Club and was 
instrumental in moulding the UVic 
women’s program into one of Canada's 
finest. 


“"Ted was directly responsible for the 
success of the women’s rowing team at 
UVic,” said head rowing coach A1 Morrow. 
““In three years he turned the team into a 
North American power.” 

Under Daigneault’s tutelage, UVic’s 
team of Lisa Roy and Janice Mason won a 
bronze medal in the women’s pairs event at 
the 1982 world championships. In addi¬ 
tion, UVic crews won five Royal Canadian 
Henley events, two Canadian Club cham¬ 
pionships and two Canadian Intercofle- 
giate championships among many 
victories. 

Morrow has assumed the women’s 
coaching role, with a replacement to be 
named later this year.

He was ‘a special person’ 


“He was a special person, a man of 
kindness and gentleness.”

Scully: ‘splendid gesture ’ cheers 
humanities 


Santa Claus has paid a surprise 
visit to the humanities departments 
in B.C.’s three universities. 

Just before Christmas, the Van¬ 
couver Foundation informed UVic, 
Simon Fraser University and the 
University of British Columbia 
that it was making a special, one¬ 
time grant of $1 million to the 
humanities departments. 

UBC receives $500,000 while 
UVic and SFU each receive 
$250,000. The money is to be used in 
1983 to maintain existing programs 
in the humanities. 

UVic officials were delighted 
with the gift. 

President Dr. Howard Petch 
expressed “deep appreciation to the 
foundation for its enlightened 
awareness of the current difficul¬ 
ties faced by the universities and 
university students.” 

He said the grant would be used 
to hire faculty members and teach¬ 
ing assistants to respond to severe 
pressures caused by mounting 
enrolments and budget restrictions. 


Dr. Sam Scully, Associate Dean 
of Humanities at UVic, hailed the 
grant as a “splendid gesture” while 
Dr. Jennifer Waelti-Walters, chair¬ 
man of the Department of French 
Language and Literature, called it 
“a real blessing”. “IPs an amazing 
thing, the best Christmas present 
anyone could have hoped for,” said 
Dr. Rod Symington, chairman of 
Germanic Studies. 

In announcing the grants, Dr. 
David McGann, the foundation’s 
executive director, said the founda¬ 
tion’s board has had “major con¬ 
cerns” for some time about the 
economic problems facing the uni¬ 
versities, “especially as they affect 
students in languages, history, phi¬ 
losophy and the other courses in the 
humanities.” 

He said the humanities are “the 
traditional core of university learn¬ 
ing and the basis for all other 
higher education. 

“The importance to the commun¬ 
ity over the long pull of maintain¬ 
ing these programs of study, 
backed by strong library resources, 
is something which our board did 
not want to see overlooked at this 
time.” 

McGann said the foundation is 
constantly dealing with urgent 
immediate requests for funds and 
“we’re doing what we can to meet 
today’s special needs. At the same 
time we must also take into account 
the long-term health and life of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, just as the people 
who left their money to our care 
were thinking ahead to the type of 
province their grandchildren would 
some day inherit.” 

Scully said the grant would be 
used to hire faculty members in 
Classics, Germanic Studies, His¬ 
panic and Italian Studies, Pacific 
and Oriental Studies, French Lan¬ 
guage and Literature, History and 
Women’s Studies. 

The funds will also be used to 
hire graduate students to assist 
faculty members in heavily 
enrolled courses and to provide 
microcomputers in several 
departments. 

“The grant has a significant 
meaning to the humanities on two 
levels,” said Scully. 


“The money makes it possible 
for us to continue to offer programs 
that were in deep trouble for next 
year because of budget restrictions. 

‘There is a symbolic aspect as 
well. We’ve been hearing criticisms 
directed at the humanities and 
doubts about the value of some of 
our programs, even from Ministry 
officials. This splendid gesture by 
an external agency is the most 
encouraging signal that the 
humanities departments have had 
for some time.” 

Scully said the grant would ulti¬ 
mately benefit all programs in the 
humanities at UVic. ‘This year has 
been very tight for budgets, and 
there are indications that there will 
be further restrictions in 1983-84. 
The graiit will enable us to keep 
things at least at this year’s level.” 

Waelti-Walters said the Depart¬ 
ment of French Language and 
Literature has been under pressure 
for a long time. The funds will per¬ 
mit the hiring of two faculty 
members. 

“Chances are we would not have 
been able to hire two more needed 
faculty members and this would 
have meant the total demise of 
beginner’s French at UVic where 
we have 100 students enrolled this 
year.” 

Waelti-Walters pointed out that 
UVic is the only place on Van¬ 
couver Island outside the schools 
where beginner’s French is taught. 

“This grant is especially nice 
since, for years, people in the 
humanities have felt they were 
being treated as poor cousins.” 

Waelti-Walters was pleased that 
some funds would be used to pro¬ 
vide part-time faculty help in the 
Women’s Studies Program for 1983- 
84. 

Dr. Harry Hsaio, director of 
Pacific and Oriental Studies, said 
appointments to be made in that 
program will help to cope with an 
unexpected increase in enrolment 
in a Japanese language course. 

Without the funds, Germanic 
Studies would not likely have been 
able to replace a retiring faculty 
member, said Symington. 

‘The student-to-faculty ratio in 
our department is far in excess of 


what is recommended for language 
studies around the world,” said 
Symington. “It’s the students who 
are suffering from budget 
restrictions.” 

Symington said before the 
announcement of the Vancouver 
Foundation grant, “we were mak¬ 
ing plans to cut back courses for 
next year.” 

Petch said that after correcting 
for inflation, the expenditure per 
student at UVic has declined by 23 
per cent since 1972. “This is in spite 
of the fact that much of our enrol¬ 
ment growth has been in the more 
expensive programs such as gradu¬ 
ate and professional studies. 

“As a result we have had to make 
many adjustments in order to bal¬ 
ance our budget each year. The 
most serious has been in teaching 
and support staff where we have 
been unable to keep up with our 
increasing enrolments. 

‘The situation has been getting 
worse and this year we have had an 
eight per cent increase in students 
but have actually had to decrease 
teaching staff by about two per 
cent.” 

Petch said the Foundation’s 
grant will “restore somewhat the 
ravages of the current year and 
help prevent additional damage we 
were expecting from a further res¬ 
tricted budget next year. 

“Perhaps I can best summarize 
my feelings by saying that coming 
without any advance indication or 
solicitation, the grant seems to me 
to be ‘Heaven-sent’.” 

Petch pointed out that the grant 
was even more impressive, when 
added to the $500,000 made availa¬ 
ble for 1982-83 by the Vancouver r 
Foundation for student aid in B.C. 
universities and colleges. This is 
four times the amount distributed 
by the foundation in student aid in 
1981-82. 

Included in this amount was 
$20,000 provided to UVic from the 
H.R. MacMillan Family Fund for 
special bursaries for V ancouver 
Island students north of and includ¬ 
ing Duncan and from Powell River, 
Squamish and the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. 




Island Medical Laboratories fund $30,000 research project

A new method of reviewing medical infor¬ 
mation which will help in diagnosis may 
soon be available to doctors as a result of 
research being carried out by Dr. Ernest 
Chang (Computer Science). 

Clinical medical laboratories produce a 
tremendous amount of data which can be 
useful in diagnosis and treatment. Often, 
however, the information is in the form of a 
string of raw numbers, difficult to interpret 
and not as useful or as meaningful as it has 
the potential to be. 

Chang, who is a medical doctor as well 
as a computer expert, has set out to remedy 
this situation. 

In December UVic received a $30,000 
grant from Island Medical Laboratories for 
- Chang to work on ways in which the com¬ 
puter can be used to assist in the human 
process of perception, pattern recognition 
and integration of complex data 
relationships. 

Island Medical Laboratories operates 23 
medical labs on Vancouver Island. Dr. 
Michael McNeely, a director, is enthusias¬ 
tic about Chang’s research project. “Once 
something is developed we will make tests 
to see if it is valid,” he said. 

“Eventually it is hoped to provide a new 
approach to diagnosis and offer a new ser¬ 
vice to the health care field.” 

McNeely has himself worked with com¬ 
puters for the past seven years, mainly 
from the point of view of developing man-

agement systems for his laboratories. 
Island Medical Laboratories currently 
have two UVic Co-operative Education stu¬ 
dents in Computer Science working in their 
labs, as well as a senior student and a 
former co-op student. 


Chang explains that his project 
involves “developing new ways to use the 
computer in diagnosis by helping to find 
relevant trends and deviations from the 
normal. 

“Two approaches are involved. One con¬ 
cerns the presentation of information, the 
other the organization and sequencing of 
data.” 

Chang points out that some forms of 
presentation are better suited to the human 
cognitive process than others. “Many rela¬ 
tionships are more apparent in a graph 
than in a sequence of numbers. 

“Information may be given in the form 
of sound, pictures, text, numbers, graphs, 
etc. Some medical information is better dis¬ 
played in photographic reality while other 
facts . convey their message more effec¬ 
tively in sketch or diagrammatic form.” 

For this research project, Chang will use 
a microcomputer, a color graphics terminal 
and computer synthesized sound as well as 
videotape or videodisc images controlled 
by the computer. 

He describes his project as “a laboratory 
in computer-enhanced medicine”. 

Chang also sees an opportunity for the 
computer to enhance medical education 
and training. He says so called “expert sys¬ 
tems” are now being developed in which 
the opinions of specialists are gathered and 
the computer acts to simulate the reason¬ 
ing of the experts. 


“Thus a chain of reasoning can be ana¬ 
lyzed and the factors necessary to arrive at 
a conclusion pinpointed,” explains Chang. 
“Using this expert system a doctor in train¬ 
ing could work through some cases, or a 
doctor could refresh himself on how he 
handled a certain case. Audio-visual devi¬ 
ces can be used in conjunction with the 
computer. 

Chang’s interest in the transmission of 
information by computer has been deve¬ 
loped by past projects such as the “elec¬ 
tronic blackboard” which uses an Apple II 
microcomputer hooked up to a graphics 
tablet, television monitors and a printer. 

The system enables the instructor to 
write on the graphics tablet to provide illus¬ 
trations and to edit text stored in the micro¬ 
computer memory. The lesson and 
illustrations can be printed out and given 
to each student at the end of the lesson. 
Chang says while the system works well, 
he finds it’s a hassle moving equipment 
back and forth. One other negative aspect 
he has found is that although students like 
having the lesson printout, their attention 
level is lower when they are not required to 
take notes. * 

Chang has also developed a software 
package which was used in ARTelidon ’81, 
a competition for artists and graphic 
designers using a Telidon system.

The Science Council of British Columbia 
reports a record-breaking 126 applications for 
grants in its seventh applied research competi¬ 
tion which ended Nov. 5.

Helme points out that James and his crew keep 
a close eye on the condition of trees on campus 
and dead trees are cleaned out as a preventive 
measure on a regular basis.
